The claims are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75, as being so incomprehensible as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the 
examiner. For example, the following items are not understood: "a peptide having an amino acid sequence from between SEQ ID 
NO:2 and SEQ ID NO:3" in claims 1-11 and 13. It is unclear whether the peptide comprises either SEQ ID NO:2 or SEQ ID NO:3, 
sequences from both, some other combinations, or a sequence that occurs between, i.e. is flanked by the two. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so that the examiner may make a proper comparison of 
the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure (i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as 
originally filed).
